This is the sixth and last batch 
of KMT prisoners to be granted 
amnesty and release. Before this， 
239 war criminals had been re- 
leased in five groups. Among 
those previously released were 
ex-Emperor Pu-yi and a nunriber 
of top 必 MT generals. 

Taipei's Central Daily respond- 
ed editorially that they sympath- 
jize with the prisoners in their 
long years of imprisonment and 
express boundless concern for 
them.

Curriculum would parallel that in 
regular classes, so children would 
be able to transfer to and from 
the program without falling be- 
hind.

Aliens who entered the United 
States by falsely claiming to be 
U.S. citizens do not qualify for 
the relief from deportation provi- 
Sion Under Section 241 人 (人 of the 
JImrmigration and Nationality Act， 
thus ruled the U.S Supreme 
Court on March 18 in thecase of 
下 eiQ us， 777272157ratiom a72G Nat- 
Ta1zzazO7 9eruzice. 


Under Section 24I(f) of the act， 
alljens who entered the U.S. by 
fraud or misrepresentation are 
not deportable by reason of that 
fraud or misrepresentation， 让 
they otherwise qualify for an 
inmigrant Visa and are Spouses， 
parents，or children of U.S. citi- 
Zens Or _ lawful permanent resi- 
dents. 


REVERSED 
In eftect，this Supreme Court 
decision reversed the Ninth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals decision in 
the case of a China-born San 


Franciscan named Lee Fook - 


Chuey. The Lee Pook Chuey case 
was acrucial test case in the So- 
called“Chinese Confession Pro- 
gram.”The Immigration Service 
in San Francisco had taken the 
position that ialiens who en- 
tered the U.S. by falsely claiming 
to be U.S. citizens were quajlified 
for relief from deportation，then 
they were not also qualified for 
the suspension from deportation 
provisions of the Immigration 
Act. As applied to the false citi- 


Zenship claimants，however，re- 
lief from deportation did not lead 
to _ lawful permanent residence， 
whereas suspension from depor- 
tation could. 


IMPACT 

The new decision will have a 
decided Impact on false claimant 
jllegal aliens who have come +to 
this country in recent years，Sald 
Richard 工 Williams，district di- 
rector of the Imnmigration Service 
in San Francisco，on March 21. 
However，those who have been 
here for many years still have 
access to other avenues of relief 
by which they may become lawful 
permanent U.S$.、 reslidents and 
eventually:qualify for U.S，citi- 
Zenship， 

According to attorney Joe Chan 
of the Chinatown Neighborhood 


.Legal Assistance Foundation 's 


JImmigration Project，several al- 
ternative means of relief are 
available. 

Eirst，for persons -who have 
been here seven years as lawful 
residents，who are of good moral 
character, and who can show that 
great hardship will resultto their 
citizen Or resident spouses or 
children，suspension of deporta- 
tion under Section 244(aj is avail- 
able. 

DISADVANTAGE 

The disadvantage with the sus- 
pension of deportation procedure 
is that the alien obtains perma- 
nent resident status on the day 
his application for suspension is 


approved，but not from the date 
of entry. In the waiver of depor- 
tation procedure, it can be argued 
that the fraud in the initial entry 
is walved and the applicant is a 
permanent resident from the date 
of entry. 

Second;byshowing continuous 
residence in the U.S, since either 
June 30, 民 948， or July 1 1924， 
the alien may register With the 
Immigration Service to quajlify as 
a permanent Tesident. Eor those 
who enitered by July 1，1924, the 
date of lawful residency began 
from the date of entry，whereas 
for those who entered by June 30， 
1948，permanent resident status 
began on the day they received 
tkeir “green cards.” 

Thirdly，even though waiver of 
deportation under Section 241( 介 
is not available，a citizen spouse 
or child over 21 years old may file 
an imnmediate relative petition for . 
the alien，and the latter may 
apply for a visa with a U.S. consul 
abroad to immigratetothe U:S. 

Einally，the “Chinese confes- 
Sion cases”Wwill not be affected 
by the :Reia decision，since they 
are proceeding under the suspen- 
Sion .of deportation procedure 
an7ywWay. 

Besides, the Immigration Serv- 
ice is not contemplating any 
“drive” in Chinatown or else- 
Where to root out and deport 
longtime otherwise law-abiding 
residents， emphasized District 
Director Williams in San Francis- 
co on March 21. 
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GIVE THE GREEN LIGHT TO 
THE HOSPITAL PROJECT 


The Chinese Hospital board, after a 9 to 6 vote to give the 
”green light to the out-patient facility project last week, is now 
seeking ratification from the member organizations. Al- 
though we are glad that the board has apparently come to 
the last stretch of road，we are still puzzled by the self- 
imposed roadblocks it has given itself. The latest is the re- 
quirement of ratification with a two-thirds majority vote from 
the member organizations. 

IH the board members are indeed representatives of their 
respective organizations，wWe fail to see the need to :seek 
another vote at，seemingly，another level. It certain board 
members do not carry out the wishes of the organizations 
represented，then they have no business serving on the 
board and should be recalled. The two-thirds vote seems to 
be another hurdlje. Iall agree that the project benefits the 
community, a simple majority should suffice. 

We recognize， though，that there has been much political 
maneuvering behind the scene. The delaying tactics of some 
members could undermine the whole project by missing the 
deadline set and postponed repeatedly by government agen- 
cies. But what would they gain? Credits for knocking out the 
opposition and for nipping a community project in its bud? 
Government financial assistance of the magnitude of that 
granted the Hospital does not coimne by every day. 

We urge residents of this community to stay clear of the 
personality conflicts and petty political intrigues that have 
engulfed many in the Hospital controversy. We should back 
President Stephen Fong and the many board members who 
have tirelessly tried to move ahead on this project. HI the 
member'organizations have acted responsibly in making the 
decision, let us all return to our respective Creamiatona and. 
make our voices heard.

LIGHTENING

One of the most glaring facts 
noted in the report was that 
Asian Americans and Pacific peo- 
ples are often not identified as to 
their ethnic background. 

The report continues,“Clearly， 
many Asian Americans and Pacif- 
ic Peoples are invisible to the 
governmental agencies which are 
responsible for providing pubjlic 
services， Discrimination against 
Asian Americans and Pacific Peo- 
ples is as much the result of 
omission as Commission.… 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The report concludes with the 
following recommendations: 

1. That the U.S$. Bureau of 
Census conduct a Special census 
of all Asian Americans and Pacif- 
ic 6eoples. 

2. That federal agencies which 
develop and fund social service 
programs take steps to secure 
adequate and accurate data on 
the needs of all Asian Aimericans 
and Pacific peoples. 

3. That California agencies 
with sozial service responsibili- 
ties reassess community needs 
and _ determine the extent of 
underutilization and underrepre- 
sentation of Asian American and 
Pacific peoples in their programs-. 

4. That all public social service 
agencies provide bilingual Asian 
American and 了 Pacific peoples 
outreach employees，as well as 
printed material in Asian and 
Pacific languages. 

The _ California Advisory Com- 
mittee _ serves as a fact-finding 
body and as a resource of infor- 
mation for local, state and federal 
government. The committee w 记 
also issue reports concerning 
state licensing policies affecting 
professionals in the 开 orean and 
Pilipino communities; the educa- 
tion opportunities afforded Chi- 
nese youth; the housing and re- 
development problems within the 
Japanese community; lack of so- 
cial services allocated Pacific peo- 
ples; and concerns of the elderly 
in Pilipino communities .
